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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

2. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsui(5,754,150)in view of Toda(JP 11-338575). 

Matsui teach an LCD display having a variable resistor, wherein the variable 
resistor varies voltage application being a function of variation viewing angle 
determined by rotation of the display(LCD)(tilt detector 14)(see figures 2-3, 5, 8, 1 1 , 12; 
abstract; column 2, lines 34-54; column 4, lines 56-65; column 10, lines 66-67 and 
column 11, lines 1-6) and a liquid crystal gamma curve corresponding to the viewing 
angle(see figures 3, 12; column 2, lines 34-54; column 10, lines 4-68 and column 11, 
lines 1-6). 

Matsui fails to disclose a notebook computer and a hinge having a rotational axis 
connected to a variable resistor. 
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Toda teaches an since the LCD used in a notebook computer comprising a tilt 
detector(4,5, angle detector) having a variable resistor(4) connected to a hinge(3)(see 
figures 1-2; abstract and paragraphs 1-2and 10). It would have been obvious to have 
modified Matsui with the teaching of , since Matsui has disclosed a tilt detector(14)(see 
figure 5; column 10, lines 66-67 and column 11, lines 1-6) and Matsui's tilt detector as 
modified by Toda will be make operation of the detector simple and easy. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -1 2 and 1 5-1 6 are allowable.

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
